When one of them requires any 
article of dress, a neighbour makes it, and when the 
neighbour is in need of anything to wear the person for 
whom the neig: bour worked does the same, so that in 
this way the Carib women, while industrious and first- 
class needle-women, enjoy the custom of making one 
another's clothes.

When an article is in need of repair, it is done by the 
woman who made it. As those women make one 
another's clothes, no charges are incurred, and they can 
in that way dress comfortably and even fashionably 
free of expense. : 

The same custom also prevailed at one time amongst 
Mexican women, but a new condition of singe interfered 
with it to such an extent as to completely do away with 
it. This custom originated with the Caribs, and the 
Mexicans adopted it.

Made ? 


There can be little doubt that a census was taken in 
England, or rather Britain, during the Roman occupa- 
tion. The Romans were thorough in all they did, and 
the information would be most important for military 
and financial purposes. But we are not left to mere 
conjecture, for Dio Cassius, the historian, expressly tells 
us that a poll-tax was collected in Britain on every man, 
woman, and child in the population, and, of course, 
a poll-tax necessarily involves a numbering of the people, 
Thus Britain, like Palestine, bad its census in the days of 
tbe Roman occupation. It should be also recollected 
that the Pomeater Book. in addition to being a record 
of the lands, was arecord of the pe in England.
